OBITUARY.

Decense of Coronor Taylor.

Willlam Taylor, Ksq., Coroner of the city of
Philadelphia, led last evening ot bis resldeice,
No. 1121 Wallace sireet, of Bright's disease of
the kidneys, from which he had been suffering
for a long time. Deceased was born in 1883,
in Lancaster city, and spent his boyhood there
until 1846, when he came to thiscity and entered
as an apprentice ln the drug business with Dr.
Purrish, at Ninth and Chesnut streets. After
acquiring a thorough knowledge of the business,
he commenced for himself by opening a drug
gtore at the sontheast corner of Ninth and Race
streets. His close attention to his business and
the urbanity of his manners soon won for him a
large custom, and In a few years he removed to
a much larger store at the northeast corner of
Nioth and Race streets, Here his trade 89 in-
creased as to yield him a comfortable income.

Mr. Taylor took a deep interest In polltics. In
1858 he was elected a member of the Board of
Health, and in 1863 was elected Coroner of Phi-
ladelphia, n position he filled most acceptably,
retiring at the expiration of his term with the
encomiums of the press and the publle. This
unreserved praise was not only elieited by his
fathful attention to his painful daotles, but by
the manner in which he did &, for if there ia
any municipal poeition that should be filled by
a man of respectability and feeling, it,is that of
Coroner, ealled as hejwas Lo the homes of the
unexpectedly afliicted.

Bo great was the reputation that he obtained
a8 a public oiflcial that he was renominated fer
Coroner In 1860 without difficulty, and at the
ensuing election ran ahead of his ticket and was
elected by nearly 5000 majority. During his
laet term Mr., Taylor has been greatly affected
by ailments of the body, and so severe hiave his
attacks been that his demise was expected upon
several oceaslons. The last time he was on the
street was on Christmas eve. The next day he
was taken [1l, and has been since forfdavs atl a
time insensible, Ercrr effort was made to re-
lieve the suffering inflicted by the dreadful dis-
ease, but all was {o yain.

Mr. Taylor was very charltably disposed, and
many times opened his purse unostentatiously
to relleve the wants of poor persons whom he
belicved to be deserving. Especlally did he so
respond In case of strangers out of work, In
some cascs well known of paying the passage
home of whole familles residisg in distant
cities.

The deceased was a faithful oMeer, a good
citizen, an attentive and careful husband and
father, and his loss will be felt by thousands out-

public vislov. For thls doom the condemned
man has, ever sloce he stood up In the Quarter
Besalons to hear the filat of outraged law, been
earnestly preparing. The arrangements of the
law officers whose duty it Is to execute the sen-
tence are all completed.

Bherlff Leeds 1s beset on all sldes by persous,
prompted alone by & depraved curiosity, for
cards of admisslon, but to these importunities
lie turne a deaf ear, and haunds to tae applicant
a transcript of the TOth section of the act ol
Assembly passed Marchil, 1860, which reads: —

Whenever hereaftor any person shall be con.
demned to suffer death by hengiog, (or any crime of
which he ahall have been convioted, the said punish-
ment £hall be Inflcted apon him o the walls or yard
of the jail of the county in which no shall have been
convicted : it shall e the duty of the sheritt or
coroper of the sald couuty W atiend and be

resent at such exocution, t0 walch he shall
nvite the presence of A phyaician, the district
attorncy of the county, and twelve repuatable
citizens, who ahall be selectod by the shoriff; and
the pald shoriT s'iall, &t the reguest of the orimioal,
permit such ministers of the Grospel, not exceeding
two, ak he may pame, and any of his Immediate
relatives, together with such officers of the prison
and guch of the sherlils deputies a8 the sald sherir
or coroner in his disoretion may think 1t expedisnt
to have present; und It sahall be only permitted to
the persong above designated to witness the salil
execution; provided that no person nnder age shall
be permuitted on any account 1o witness the same.

Being defeated In these endeavors, the next
etratagem resorted to, in order that thelr curl-
osity may be gratlfied, is to secure a permit Lo
visit the County I'rison, where, they have the
vain bope, in passing through its corridors, they
may perchance ge¢ the doomed man, But ln
this they are defested; for above the entrance
door In glaring letters 18 placarded: —

“NO VISITORS PERMITTED
TO ENTER TO-DAY."

This mornlng & number of reporters ealled at
the prizon, and were by the underkeeper per-
mitted to enter the gate. Tho firet question
WRE—

“Can we see Mr. Perkins 7"

“You ean, I think, geutlemen,”
bhe, “but I surmise your intention.
reporters.”

“We are.”

“Well, Mr. Perkins will see you, but will
refuse 1o tell you anything that has transplred
in Hanlon’s cell, or anything regardlug the
arrangements for the execution. This he does
by order of the President of the Board of In-
epectors, who Dbelieve that the proprieties of
such a golemn oceaslon should not be marred.”

“Ts there a rule which would require the offi-
cers to be reticent on such an oceasion?”

“Only that of humanity. You see here the
fnthers of the Catholic Church, Hanlon's con-
fessors. They are golug now to vigit him. He
is constantly at bis devations, You may speak
to them, but they will, 1 know, decline answer-
ing any question Inquiring about what trans-
pires in the cell.”

The reporters were then bowed oul. The
officers are determined, and rightly, that nothing
shall oceur which might in any way draw the
condemned man's thoughts from making his
peace with Him whose deecrees are irrevocable.

No writ of error will be filed in Hanlon's
case, and no injunction will therefore issue
from the Bupreme Uourt to stay the execution.
The scaffold will be erecled on the eastern cor-
ridor, and that no unlicensed eves may sce the
tragic scene which oceurs upon it, the prisoners
will all be removed to anothier part of the groat
building.

of the CUommercinl Exchange—The
ending of the Annunl Heport.

This morning at 12 o'clock the annual mesting
of the Commercial Exchange was held in the
Exchange building, Becond street, above Wal-
mnt, the President, Nathan Brooke, Fsq., in the
chair., The seventeenth annual report was read
by the Becretary, Washinglon Jackson, Esq.
The following 1s an abstract: —

“The year just closed cannot be rogarded as one
of the brightest in the commercial calendar. Many
causes have contributed to depress and embarrass
trude. Those most prominent, however, have been
the doubt and upcertainty in regard to'national
legialation, and the want of entire contidence on
the part of the business community in the abllity of
our legisintors to clearly eompreheénd the troe con-
ditlon of our national affalrs, and to intellligently
grasp and correctly determine the many importans
aud intricate potitical problems of thej times, the
proper selution of whieh 18 a matter of such vital
consequence to the business interests throughouat
the country,

**The volume of busluess during the year i§ per-
haps fuliy up to the average, but doubtiess has heen
much curtalled in consequence of the pradent
{ro]h')' adopted by many business men of not at-
empting in force trade, preferring diminiahed sales
And amaler profits in order to suve themselves from
exira riak.”

In relation to the Horseshoe shoal the report says:

—"There arc probithly few snbjects that could be
brought before Congress of greater lmportanee to
the commercial and business community of Phila-
deiphia. The narrowness of the channel, and |
Hability to become blocked ap with heavy masses of
jvaduring the winter season, has been and most
continae to be a serious drawback to the trade of
our port during that period of the year, Philadel-
hia has been remarkably modest In looking after
ier interesty, and has troubled Congress very litle
ahont such matters—perhaps entirely too Hitle—and,
therefore, her application In this case should, and
doubtiess will jecelve prompt and favorable con-
sideration,

“The members of the assoclation, by thelr liberal
subseriptions and encrgetic actlons, have very muach
Asslsted In grumntlngt & Buccens of the projected
Earopean Steamshi ‘ompany. They have sub-
seribed w over one-fifth of the amount that was pro-
posed ghould be tuken by the merchauts and bosl-

tions of which are as follows:—

“Section §. Be if enacted by theSeénate and House of
Reprenentatives of the United States of America, in
Cengreas assowi bled, 'That all citizens of the Unlted
Stutes who are, or shall be otherwise qualifled by
law to vote at any alection by the people, In any
State, Territory, District, county, city, parish, town-
ship, gohool district, municipality, or other territo-
rint sub-division, shall be entitied and allowed Lo
vole at all such elections without Jdistinction of race,
color, or previous condition of servitude: wny con-
stitution, law, custom, usage, or regulation of any
State or Territory, or by or under ita authority, to
the contrary notwithstanding.”

“Section 8. And be ¢ further enacted, That if by or
under the authority of the eonstitution or laws of
uny State, or the laws of any Territory, any act is or
aball be required to be done a8 a prereqgulsite or
qualitication for voting, and "f #such constltution or
law persons or officers are or ghall be charged with
the performance of duties in furnishing to cltizens
an opportunity to performn such prerequisite, or 1o
become qualifled to vote, it shall be the ciuty of
every such person and officer to give to all citizens
of the United States the same and equal oppors
mmrf to perform such prerequisite and to become
qualilled to vote, without distinction of race, eolor,
